Hallenbeck turned toward the stair- 
way for his gun. when his assailants 
all'fired again. AH the men wore 
masks and had coats turned inside 
out. She could not recognize any of 
the men. The evidence of Mrs, Ale- 
mina Hallenbeck, the mother, who i« 
SO years old, bore out the testimony at 
her daughter-in-law. 


George Greenwood of Stockport tes- 


tified that on Christmas eve he saw 
Harvey Bruce, with whom he was well 
acquainted, get out of a wagon at the 
Brookside hotel. Stockport- He spoke 
to Bruce but received no answer. He 
could not see if others were in the 
wagon. Greenwood's evidence is im- 
portant, because at the hour Green- 
wood says he saw Bruce at Stockport, 
Mrs. Vaa Wonner swore all four boys 
r: -e at home eaticg supper, seven 
mi.es away.
